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The population of Yakawlang is still seriously in debt and has to seek for other sources of 
income. The major ways of cndcbtmcnt arc cash and wheat. Thus, it appears that people expect to 
receive cash as well as wheat. A cash for work or a Food For Work seems to be well adapted for the 
implementation of future local projects. 

Us capacity lo borrow is very limited. The richest people have no longer ability to lend and the 
poorest can not reimburse. The main source of income comes from the work provided directly or 
indirectly by the humanitarian agencies.

All the population of Yakawlang is Shia 1 lazara ; that explains the relatipftships with Iran where 
1.500.000 Afghans are reaigccs (as of December 2000). None of the villages Surveyed admitted 
receiving money from their relatives abroad. This can be explained by two main reasons : 

- Yakawlang people in general do not like to give exact information dealing with money received 
from their fiimily (it is a kind of taboo). 

- Most of the relatives living abroad are in Iran and have jobs with little salary. In fact, few of 
them have enough money to send cash to their family in Yakawlang.

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We can however estimate that aroiuid 5% of Yakawlang families receive, money from abroad : 
14 000 KAF/year in average (400 USD). 

Wc can also estimate that at least 10% of Yakawlang families has another source of income 
(shopkeeper, daily work, employment in an NGO, taxi, flying coach and truck driver...)- The average 
amount of source of income is around 1 7 500 KAF/year (500 USD) for the 1 0% concerned. 

CONCLUSION - Yakawlang district 

> Area affected by war and drought. The population has harvested only 48% of their annual food 
needs in wheat in 2001, due to the heavy fighting until December 2001 and the last three years of 
drought in the area. 

> Livestock is a major source of income (5,4 times more than agriculture), especially in areas S2 & S3. 

> Emergency programmes enabled the return of the population with a sufficient food security, but the 
situation remains uncertain for 6 months, until the next harvest in September 2002. 

> District controlled by Hezb-I-Wahdat, so there is no problem of security now. 

> The population is Chi 'a and Hazara or Sadat, thus there is no strain between the people. 

> Population has partially re-capitalised its assets (seeds, hvestock, household...) but remains 
dependant on humanitarian assistance. 

> IiTiportant part of the population have got debts (mainly in cash and wheat). 

> Drought has affected tiie district in some specific areas such as end and upper part of valleys and 
high plateau. But it seems that drought will not occur this year.

I- METHODOLOGY 

1. Objectives 

The purpose of the present survey is to assess the current levels of food security in the districts 
where Sohdarites is working. This assessment does not include nomadic groups nor urban groups. 

2. Survey areas 

Yakawlang district - Bamyan Province 

3. Targeted population/Methodology 

The interviews were conducted by SOLID ARITES employees in the district of Yakawlang. 
42 villages located in 4 areas were surveyed by SOLEDARITES. Yakawlang district is in fact divided 
in 4 administrative zones : 

51 : Qot-e-Sadat. This big zone, closed to Yakawlang district, includes Band-e-Amir lakes and 
Yakawlang center. We carryied out there 1 1 questionnaires. 

52 : Qam-e-Abba. This big zone is closed to Balkhab district and is located in the North West of the 
district. We carryied out there 1 1 questionnaires. 

53 : Takana. This area is located between S2 and S4 and closed to Ghor province. We carryied out 
there 10 questionnaires. 

54 : Sya Darah. This area is located in the South of Yakawlang center and is closed to Ghor province. 
We carryied out there 10 questionnaires. 

The villages were selected according to their geographic location, agro-ecological zones and 
their area. Each area represents an average of 10 to 1 1 villages with 35 to 280 families per village.

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Il-ANALYSIS OF YAKAWLANG DISTRICT 



The Bamyaii province and especially the district of Yakawlang has been for long the key hold 
for Hazarajat. 

On 1 2 Scpicniber 1 998, after a year of economic blockade imposed by the Taliban, the Walidat 
parly lost Bamyan, that it had considered as its base and capital. At the end of 1998, the Taliban 
launched their first attack on Yakawlang district to increase their control in the area. Each time, the 
Hezb-I-Wahdat of Khalili replyied by attacking Taliban forces from Balkhab district in Jawzjan 
province. This latent conflict occurred until 17 January 1999, when the Walidat took Yakawlang 
district. On the 3''' of March, Wahdat troops entered Bamyan for a few hours but were thrown out by a 
counter-offensive. The front lines were stabilised some kilometres from Bamyan towards Shahidan and 
the Folady valley (closed to Yakawlang). On the 27 March 1999, almost all the population was forced 
out of the zones controlled by the Taliban. Since the 8'" of May 1999, Bamyan has been under the 
control of the Taliban. 

The fighting has ceased for more than one and half year. But in the last days of 2000, Northern 
Alliance Forces tried to capture Bamyan one more time from Yakawlang district. These front lines 
have been broken four times in January, February, June and November during the year 2001 . 

As a result of these raging fights, lots of houses have been burned in 2001, especially by 
Taliban in Hazaras areas from Folady valley up to Yakawlang center. Massacres have also occurred 
there (massacres of 300 to 500 civilians in Yakawlang district, according to the international NGO 
Human Right Watch). As previously, the entire Yakawlang district's population took the same exile 
way for Penjao, Behsud and Kabul (whose population is mainly Hazara). 

Following September 1 1 th events, the fighting restarted on the front lines (calm until then). 
After difterent attempts, the news of Mazar-e-Sharif fall hurled down Yakawlang one. Khalili's Wahdat 
forces helped by US bombings entered in some intensive fights which pushed finally the Taliban to 
withdraw at Ihc beginning of November 2001. This withdrawal was preceded by several destructions 
and lootings.

The govfemof of Yakawlang, Nasser Sharifi, told us that there were around 1 8 000 families in 
the entire Yakawlang district (108 000 people). But MSF Spain, ^at had the population data's from 
Daoud c&us in 1972 and extrapolate in 2002 by using |«ptilation growth rate, gave us a 
population census of 90 000 people. As there were no accurate census in the district since 1972, we 
decided to keep MSF datas. 

Migrations of the population of Yakawlang h&vp occBrred rq5eatec(lr dtiiiftg 2000/2001 due to 
t^e fighting, and economic and social consequences of the I t* of Septmite Sept^ber and 
October 200 1 , more than 98% of the population had left the district because df the combats between the 
Taliban a|id Hezb-i-Walidat fighters. At the time of the survey, all iie Hazaras and Sadat had returned 
to Yakawlang. : 

The different emergency programmes implemented by th^ Jiumanitarian orgmisations have 
allowed the population of Yakawlang to come back progressively; aild to eov# their food needs. But: 
areas S3 and S4 where not entirely covered by humanitarian help, because of the diffioilties to re^ 
most of the villages of these zone during the long winter (4 to 5 months). In fact, all these villages are 
located at an altitude of 2 500 m to 3 400 m. The security in Yakawlang district is very good and under 
the control of Hezb-i-Wahdat. ; . 
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2. Population data 

111 the 42 villages surveyed, 91 IDPs families were ceosused (2,5 % of the population censused 
in April 2002). They come from Punjab district (55 families), Shahidan in Bamyan district 
(19 families), Kabul & Ghaztii (16 families) and Behsud district (1 family). Their living conditions are 
bad. 

Only 28 families had escaped to other places in the 42 villages surveyed. The population of 
Yakawlang district seems to have enough land & herds to satisfy their basic economical needs. 

Many villages from the zone SI (Qot e~Sadal) have suffered ixom systematic destruction by the 
Taliban. Our assessment showed tlial 42 liouses have been totally destroyed and 682 partially in the 
villages surveyed, 99% of them located in Qot-e-Sadat aiid near to Yakawlang center.

4 Livestock data 

The district has a significant number of sheeps and goats, as well as cows and oxen. By 
extrapolation, we censused 34 100 sheeps, 12 350 goats, 7 350 eows, 6 150 oxen and 15 650 donkeys 
in Yakawlang district. Only 3 of the 42 villages sur\^eyed (7%) did not have any livestock except 
donkeys and few cows & oxen. A family has in average 2,3 sheeps, 0,8 goat, 0,5 cow, 0,4 ox and 1 
donkey. , ; 

90,5% of the villages were affected by the death of numerous herds during year 2001 due to 
diseases and recent fighting. The total number of dead herds in 2001 reached 25 950 in the total district 
(43% of the total current livestock). The livestock of the district have been one of the principal victims 
of the 2000/2001 combats, as well as various diseases that could be treaten by a vaccination campaign. 
The heavy losses of livestock had important consequences on the population for it represents an 
essential element of capital and a source of food. 

Around 6 600 jeribs (12%) of the total irrigated jbs) were cultivated with fodder in 2001 and 
6 900 in 2002 (13%) in Yakawlang district. In average, a family cultivated 0,44 jeribs in 2001 and 0,46 
jeribs in 2002, with a yield of 50 sere/jerib in 2001 and 70 sere/jerib in 2002. The zone S3 cultivated 
almost 72% of the total fodder area for Yakawlang district in 2001 and 2002. This can be explained by 
,the fact that the zone S3 is a wide valley where fodder is easy to cultivate.

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Dm to the last years drought and the food security situation in the'^distriet, iie hardest iiid 
m breeding of herds have been kept under a very lo^v level' by the' farmers. The pr^oduetion of sfa-aw, 
tte depends on the harvest of wheat, is also a source of fodder for the herds. Most of the families own 
a donkey and use the production of fodder to feed them. 

•t The economy of the district of Yakawlang is exclusively ori^tated towards agriculture and 
livestock. More than 95% of the population get their income jfrom the land and through rearing and this 
eifsures the food security of the district as a whole.

5. Drinking water and irrigation data 

' There is an average of 31 wells per administrative area and per villag^.^TJe administratii^e 
zone 84 does not have any well but has the biggest number of active springs in the disrtct( 160). In 
2001, administrative areas SI, S2 and S3 had to dig new wells and to deepen their old ones because of 
the drought. ■ ' 

There is in average 2,4 active springs per village. Administrative areas S2 and S4 have the most 
important number of active springs per village (respectively 4,5 and 4). The average decrease in the 
spring level for Yakawlang district was 30% in 2001 and 40% in 2002. 

' The average snow layer was 30 cm in 2001 and 25 cm in 2002 (decrease of 17%). The rivers' 
leyel in the entire^di strict decreased of 30 % in 2001 and 40 % in 2002. The average time to reach the 
main source of water from the village is 13 minutes (it can be more than 30 mn in some places of the 
district). M 

Yakawlang district is located at the bottom of the Koh-e-Baba mountains (altitude more than 
4 200 m meters in some places, with a peak at 4 551 m) and consequently can benefit from an 
important source of water. But it appears that the effects of the drought was roughly the same m all 
parts of the district. Only area S3 has been little less affected by drought.
